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Felon Charged with Raping Woman in Park

A 27-year-old convicted felon was charged today with raping a woman in a public restroom at a Lincoln
Heights park, the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office announced.

Edgar Alexander Lobos (dob 5/20/88) is scheduled to be arraigned after 1:30 p.m. today in
Department 30 at the Foltz Criminal Justice Center in case BA446578. Prosecutors will ask that his bail
be set at $3 million.

Deputy District Attorney Guillermo Santiso with the Sex Crimes Division is prosecuting the case.

Lobos allegedly forced the victim at gunpoint into a nearby restroom about noon on Monday and
sexually assaulted her.

He is charged with one felony count each of forcible rape, sodomy by use of force, sexual penetration by
foreign object and possession of a firearm by a felon. The complaint alleges Lobos has prior convictions
for spousal abuse and felon in possession of a weapon.

If convicted, Lobos faces up to life in state prison.

The case remains under investigation by the Los Angeles Police Department.
